Lezinsky had boarded a car, and paid his fare to the 
conductor. As is very common, a block occurred on the 
road, and the conductor notified his passengers to take 
the car ahead. Lezinsky asked for a transfer, and was 
told that none was needed, but the conductor of the car 
to which he was transferred, declined to allow him to 
ride without the payment of fare, and he was ejected 
and arrested. When a large number of passengers are 
transferred from one car to another, it is a physical 
impossibility for a conductor to.note each person, and 
bear in mind that his fare has been paid. Every person 
so transferred should be given the evidence of his right 
to proceed in the new car, and if the conductor, the ac- 


credited agent of the corporation, does not give him operation is as interesting to the expert as the uninitiated. 
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this evidence it is right that the principal, the railroad 
company, should be held responsible for damaging re- 
sults. This case should make car companies a little 


more careful of the rights of their patrons.

Paradoxical as it may seem, the work 
Farm of the farm is being more and more done 
Machiuery. in the cities. If every piece of agricul- 

tural machinery in existence should be 
reduced to scrap tomorrow it would be a sheer impos- 
sibility to harvest our immense crops. Consequently, 
the work of thousands of employes in implement fac- 
tories and dealers in implements should be charged up 
to farm labor. 

The American farmer of 1850 would be amazed 
could he visit California today and see the latest evolu- 
tions in farm machinery. 

From man to horse power and from horse to steam 
power—here is the whole wonderful evolution of agri- 
culture, practically including the evolution of the world. 
The early reapers and threshers operated by horse power 
revolutionized farming; but the revolution is not more 
than that in California by the introduction of immense 
steam and electric machines which do the ploughing, 
planting, reaping and threshing and all the labor of 
the farm in less than one-quarter of the time required 
by the old horse machines. 

In a recent magazine George E. 
the big steam traction engines which 
on the big farms of California. He says: 


Walsh describes 
are used mainly 


These large traction engines of the California wheat 
fields are of fifty horsepower, and are provided with driving- 
wheels sixty inches in diameter. They are made to do the 
plowing, planting and harvesting at the proper season. In 
the spring they drag across the immense wheat fields sixteen 
ten-inch plows, four six-foot harrows, and a press-drill for 
planting the seed wheat. In this traction 
engine performs the triple work of plowing, harrowing and 
planting all in one operation. The saving of time is so great 
that one machine can plant with wheat from fifty to seventy- 
five acres in a single day, mounting hilly and rough ground 
just as easily as when passing across dead levels. In the 
harvesting season, the traction engine comes into play again. 
The enormous harvesters are pulled across the fields as 
the plows and harrows were in the spring. One of these 
mammoth harvesters is a creation of modern genius, and its 


way one such 
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Its cutters are often twenty-two to twenty-six feet wide, and 
it takes a swath so broad that an enormous highway is 
mowed straight across the immense fields. When the cutters 
have performed their work, automatic rakers gather in the 
grain stalks, and carry them to rows of knives, where they 
are at once headed. Then, in the same operation, the wheat 
is threshed out, cleaned, and sacked, and behind the great 
combination harvester there is left a trail of sacked wheat 
ready for the marke*. Another traction engine, with a train 
of a dozen cars, follows in the wake of the thresher and har- 
vester, gathering up the wheat, and carting it to the granary. 
In this manner fully seventy acres and more of wheat land 
are harvested in one day. 

The cost of operating a steam traction engine, Mr. 
Walsh says, is not relatively great. Half a dozen men 
can operate an engine, and the work accomplished by 
the machine represents the combined labor .of several 
hundred men and as many horses. It has been figured 
out what it cost to feed one traction engine, represent- 
ing twenty-five horses, and there was a considerable 
balance in favor of the machine. In considering the 
difference between the two, it must be remembered that 
while horses must be fed the year round, the fuel for 
the engines is needed only during the short planting and 
harvesting seasons. 

Mr. Walsh, of course, realizes that on small farms 
these traction engines would be too costly both in the 
vperation and initial expense. He seems to foresee 
the day, however, when all farms will be large, or when 
at least all the small farms will be operated on a co- 
operative plan. Evidences of this final co-operation Mr. 
Walsh thinks to see in the co-operative creameries, 
cheese factories and fruit farms which are now found 


all over the country.

Some months ago the Chattanooga Tradesman felt 
that the way prosperity’s cornucopia was being shaken 
demanded a prose paean of pulchritudinous praise, and 
its gentle editor thus dithyrambically unbosomed him- 
self : 

“Today the winds of heaven sing the conquering 
arms of prosperous industry upon the thousand-stringed 
harps of steel that are rising everywhere throughout this 
fortunate land—harps of steel that the myriad genii of 


labor are rapidly transforming into temples wherein the 
exultant tenor of the anvil and the diapason of the 
cupola, mingled with the myriad notes of happy toil 
shall attest the wisdom of the men of faith, who know 
that man has, as yet, but climbed the foothills of the 
mountains of opulence, beyond whose crests stretch the 
illimitable plains of universal plenty.” 

These scintillating gems of weird English grated 
harshly on the prosaic editor of the Iron Trade Review, 
who thus satirized this prose bard of Lookout Mountain : 

“Harps and temples and genii and tenor and diapa- 
son! Who would ever have suspected them of getting 
tangled up with black anvils and smoky cupolas? It 
is only in the sunny southland that smith-shops and 
foundries blossom out with such richness.” : 

Thus ended the first inning, score 1 all, and with 
its November 1 issue the Tradesman again comes to bat 
and thusly does it swat the low curved ball pitched at 
it by the Cleveland paper. 

“Possibly our esteemed contemporary has never 
heard of a certain party by the name of Vulcan. 

*** * him that stithied Mars his helm,’ who had a 
‘black anvil’ in a hole in the ground under a mountain 
that was called Olympus, No? Well, there was an old 





codger—a blind beggar, he was—who, though he never 
‘pitched any keynotes in lofty strains,’ is credited, how- 
ever, with having pitched some strains in altitudinous 
keys, imagined that a ‘smith-shop’ was good enough 
material for song. And this same blind beggar—his 
name was Homer, if I mistake not—succeeded in turn- 
ing some tolerable tunes about Mr. Vulcan and his 
black anvil.” 

It is now up to the Iron Trade Review to trans- 
mute a little juvenalic spleen into twentieth century 
vitroil and cheerfully chug the Tradesman in this stir- 
ring controversy whose outcome is waited with breath- 
less interest by an awe-stricken and startled populace.

The Architects’ and Builders’ Journal, in a recent 
editorial, defends the lazy man, claiming that laziness 
in one sense is a sign and result of civilization.

Shall we call thé 
man lazy who is glad to get rid of the trouble of carry- 
ing coal and ashes and constantly mending or poking 
the fire, and who prefers the glow and warmth from an 
open gas fire. This is simply a sense of superior com- 
fort and ease, not laziness. At any rate; the man who 
enjoys the luxury of an open gas fire or steam heat and 


all the modern improvements which we have today will 
not care very much if people call him lazy; he has com- 
fort and ease, and knows he is up to date, and so will 
not mind the hard names.

today than you did yesterday and keeps a man from 
feeling that he is getting along in years even though he 
has had a long experience at the business.’

DISSTON SAWS. 


A 161 page catalogue, artistically bound in stiff 
board covers, is sent us by Henry Disston & Sons, Phil- 
adelphia, proprietors of the Keystone Saw, Tool Steel 
and File Works. To review this. volume in detail 
would be virtually to write a treatise on the modern 
saw, so exhaustively are the various styles of saws set 
forth. On turning over the pages one finds cuts of in- 
serted tooth milling saws, extra tempered patent ground 
mulay and mill saws, diamond tooth drag saws, hand ice 
saws, fleam tooth cross cut saws, Disston’s patent gullet- 
tooth circular saws, Victor self-feeding saw gummers, 
east steel wood saw blades, butchers’ bow-back saws, 
plastering trowels, “Samson” tree planter and post hole 
digger and adjustable crout cutters. 

From among the very many interesting articles we 
find illustrated and described in this volume we will 
select a few at haphazard.

PRODUCTION OF CUT NAILS IN 1900. 


The statistics of the production of iron and steel 
cut nails and cut spikes in the United States in 1900 
have been compiled by the American Iron and Steel As- 
sociation. ‘They do not embrace railroad and other 
spikes made from bar iron, wire nails of any size, or 
machine made horseshoe nails. Only spikes cut from 
plates age included with cut nails. The total produc- 
tion of cut nails in 1900 was 1,573,494 kegs of 100 
pounds each, against $1,904,340 kegs in 1899, a decrease 
of 330,846 kegs, or over 17 per cent. In 1886 the maxi- 
mum production of 8,160,973 kegs was reached. In 
1900 the production of wire nails exceeded the produc- 
tion of cut nails by 5,660,485 kegs, in 1899 by 5,713,- 
790 kegs, in 1898 by 5,846,254 kegs, and in 1897 by 6,- 
890,446 kegs. Ten states made cut nails in 1900, the 
same number as in 1899.

CHIFINEYS. 


It is not inappropriate to call attention to a few of 
the conditions which must exist and be maintained to 
secure the satisfactory operation of boilers, both steam 
and water, whatever their construction: Quite the most 
important factor, and one too often overlooked by ar- 
chitects and house owners who contemplate the intro- 
duction of heating apparatus, is the construction of the 
chimney. The heating engineer should assure himself 
that the construction of the chimney is of a size, height, 
location and character which will give good results be- 
fore subscribing to any guarantee that the heating ap- 
paratus he is about to install will operate satisfactorily. 
No boiler has what is called a “draft;” it is the chim- 
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Fig. A and B. 


ney that produces the draft, and the taller the chimney 
the stronger the draft. So, too, it must be ascertained 
that the area of the chimney flue is proportionate to the 
area of the grate in the boiler which he is to erect. 

It is often overlooked that the causes which pre-

vent a boiler from working satisfactorily are located 
somewhere between the pipe collar of the boiler and the 
top of chimney, and it is absurd for the heating engi- 
neer, who can see the chimney and is conversant with 
the manner in which the boiler is installed, to write to 
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Fig. D. 


the manufacturer, who is not familiar with either, and 
ask him why the chimney will not draw or work. It is 
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commonly the case (for the purpose of saving time and 
expense) to accept the chimney as it is, even though 
there are objections to its size or location, and incom- 
petent men often do this rather than condemn it, at the 
beginning, at the risk of losing the job by so doing. 
Consequently, much more fuel is used, more care is re- 
quired, less heat obtained, and dissatisfaction is al-

most sure to follow, and the heating apparatus is blamed 
for what the chimney alone is at fault: 

The chimney should be as straight as possible, free 
from bends or offsets. This is violated frequently, 
where solely for the purpose of lending attractiveness 
to the architectural design the chimney is inclined to 
some special and abrupt angle, or else the size of the flue 
is inadvertently decreased by recessed or panel designs. 
Round or oval is the best form, as smoke and gases 
pass up with less resistance in a round flue than in a 
square one. It is, however, difficult, on account of ex- 
pense and other considerations, to prevail upon the 
owner to build such a flue, and in consequence the gen-

eral form adopted is that of a square or rectangle. The 
square flue is much more effective than is the rectangu- 
lar one, on account of the previously mentioned cause— 
friction. As, for example, a flue 12x12, having an arear 
of 144 square inches, has a perimeter of only 48 inches, 
while a flue 8x18, having an area of 144 square inches, 
has a perimeter of 52 inches, giving 4 inches additional 
surface for friction. For the requirements of an ordi- 
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Fig. G. 


nary heating apparatus the flue should not be less than 
8x12, or 96 square inches. 

The pipe entering the chimney must go through the 
thickness of the brick, but must not go any farther, as 
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such would injure the draft (see Figs. A and B). Lead 
the pipe into the chimney in the most direct way. Use 
only one elbow, if possible; every turn in the pipe in- 
jures the draft. Round elbows are much better than 
square elbows. Be quite sure that the opening around 
the pipe where it enters the chimney is closed up tight. 
If the chimney opening is too small to admit the smoke 
pipe of boiler, ‘see to it that the chimney flue be made 
larger. Don’t reduce the size of the pipe. If there is 
an opening into flue below the point where smoke pipe 
enters chimney, care should be taken to see that the door 
or cover should be made tight. For the guidance of 
those engaged in the installation of steam and _ hot- 
water boilers we illustrate hereinafter a few of the 
causes why boilers are condemned when the fault is 
solely in the chimney. 

1. Complaint may be made that the boiler will 
not operate, although the smoke pipe is carefully fitted 
into a chimney that has a good draft, and which has 
been in use for many years. Investigation shows that 
it is attached to a chimney which has more than one

opening (see Fig. C). It is essential that all openings 
into the flue, no matter of what kind, excepting the one 
to which the boiler is attached, should be securely closed. 
This applies with equal force to openings which are 
sometimes made in chimneys for ventilating. 

2. The chimney, into the flue of which the boiler 
is connected, may be much lower than the main part of 











the house or below the comb uf the roof. The wind

blowing over the comb of the house falls like water 
over a dam, sometimes almost perpendicularly on the 
top of the chimney; thus beating down the smoke con- 
tained therein (see Figs. D, E, F and G). The remedy 
is to build up the chimney, or add a smoke stack of gal- 
vanized iron, so that its top shall be above the main 
building. In adding a smoke stack or patent cap to the 








top of the chimney, care must be taken to see that such 
addition does not decrease the area of the flue (see Fig. 
H on page 66) ; for it will be conceded that the effect- 
iveness of a flue is only as great as its smallest area. 

3. A tall tree, or an adjacent building higher than 
the one in which the boiler is to be installed, may be 


so near the chimney that the wind passing over would 


blow down the chimney, as in the preceding illustration 
(see Figs. F and G). 

4. A new or green chimney will not have a perfect 
draft. A chimney will not draw perfectly until it is 
thoroughly dry, which sometimes requires several weeks. 

5. In building a chimney, mortar may be dropped 
from time to time and lodge out of sight so as to par- 
tially close the chimney (see Fig. I). A heavy weight 
may be let down by a rope and worked against the sides 
of the flue, to force a clear opening. 

6. In an old chimney the mortar may have 
crumbled between the bricks (see Fig. J), so that it 
leaks air and spoils the draft. In a chimney lined with 
tile, it is important to see that the joints between the 
tiles are carefully “pointed” or filled in (see Fig. K). 

7. It is not infrequent to find that a chimney 
which has a flue, say 8x12, or 96 square inches, is sur- 
mounted by an ornamental cap stone through which are 
cut two openings, say 6x5, or 60 square inches. The 
owner is apparently all unmindful of the fact that un- 
wittingly he has thereby reduced the area of the chim- 
ney flue 371% per cent. It is as though a person were 
to attempt to breath through a piece of paper perforated 
by several pin pricks. 

8. Tosummarize: All the air that passes through 
the chimney should first pass through the fire, unless 
used to check the draft. 

There are occasional instances when it is found that 
a draft is too strong. A condition of this kind causes 
an unnecessary, wasteful consumption of fuel, and the 
effect also is to produce an unsteady water line, to 
carry water in a steam boiler up into the system and 
causing water-hammer or “pounding in the pipes.” The 
difficulty is easily remedied by placing a damper, to 
check the draft, in the smoke pipe of the boiler, or re- 
ducing the area of the smoke pipe.—From the Cata- 
logue of The American Radiator Co. 
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BEFORE ONE STARTS THE FURNACE. 





People who live in furnace-heated houses may have 
noticed the prevalence of supposed colds, coughs, and 
throat ailments immediately after the furnace has been 
started in the fall. As a matter of fact experts declare 
that these epidemics are largely caused by the dust and 
germs which gather in the registers and hot air pipes 
during the summer and are blown out into the air of 
the house when the furnace is started. As a pre- 
ventive it is suggested that not only the registers but 
also the hot air pipes be thoroughly cleaned. This may 
be done by first removing the registers and.giving them 
a careful dusting and wiping. Cleaning the pipes is 
more difficult, but quite as necessary. It may be done 
by attaching a bunch of feathers to a wire and pulling 
it through the pipes. In addition to the ordinary dust 
which is certain to settle in such places during the sum- 
mer months there is also danger that it may become 
impregnated with poisonous vapors from the cellar, 
which may be released by the current of hot air rising 
from the cellar. In view of the large number of houses 
which are heated by furnaces the question of properly 
cleaning the pipes may have an important influence on 
the public health. The question is certainly one which 
deserves the attention of every householder who wishes 
to avoid the usual fall epidemic of bad colds and 
coughs.—Chicago Tribune. 
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PATTERN FOR FLANGED SMOKE STACK. 





To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN. 
I submit herewith a pattern for a flange for a 


smoke stack. 

The flange is an article of irregular cone shape, 
having a round top and an oval, diagonal base. The 
top or round part is to fit stack, base to fit pitch of 
roof at an even distance from stack all around the 
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Fig. 1. D 
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same. Let A B C D in Fig. 1 represent elevation as 
in position, the line E D the base or roof line, Fig. 3 
the shape and relative position looking down perpen-

dicularly, the circle A the base, B the top. Fig. 2 
will show one-half of the base in the ellipse between 
the points marked C and D looking at the article at 
right-angles from the roof; erect perpendicular lines, 
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as in Fig. 1, distance between the same as diameter 
of stack. At an angle comparing with roof line draw 
the base line E D, the dotted line C 1 the desired 
distance the base to be from the stack, and from 1 to 
A the perpendicular distance between top of base and 
top of article; also at right angles from perpendicular 





& 








line B 1 set off the same distance as the dotted line 
C 4, intersecting the line C 1, intersecting the line E 
D. Now, having the measurement and position of 
article we Will transfer same off at one side. To save 
confliction of lines let A B C D in Fig. 2 represent 
the same points as in Fig. 1. From the points A B 
strike semi-circle A E B. Divide this into any con- 
venient number of equal parts as 1 2 3 4, etc. From 
these points drop lines at right angles to the line A B, 
cutting A B in the usual way, as shown. From the 
intersection of the line C D and B D draw a line par- 
allel with A B, the length of this line from D equal 
to the diameter of the circule A in Fig 3. Establish- 
ing the point F, from between the points F D strike 
semi-circle F G D. Divide this into same number of 
equal parts as semi-circle A E B, as 1 2 3 4, etc. From 
these peints drop lines at right angles with the line

F D, cutting the roof line C D; also at right angles 
from these points of intersection on line C D draw in- 
definite lines out. These lines transfer corresponding 
distances from interesting points as from the line F 
D to 1, transfer to 1 from line C D, and from line F 
D to 2 transfer to 2, and from line C D 3 to 3, etc., 
until all the numbers are used. Short are connecting 
these points will give one-half the shape to cut the 
flat piece of material which lays on roof, arid to which 
point base of article will connect. Now, draw two per- 
pendicular lines as in Fig. 4, distance between the 
same as O Q’ or 1 1’, Fig. 3. Also draw two more 
perpendicular lines as in Fig. 5, distance between to 
compare with O 1’ or 1 2’, etc., Fig. 3. From the 
points in line C D, Fig. 2, parallel with lines A B 
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and F D, draw lines out cutting through Figs. 4 and 
5, as shown with dotted lines. We now have in Figs. 
2, 4 and 5 our perpendiculars, base and hypothenuses 
and stretch outs from which to develop the pattern, 
as is shown in Fig. 6. Draw an indefinite line as A 
B, Fig. 6, space compass from X to O, Fig. 4, transfer 
same on any point of line A B, Fig. 6. Space divid- 
ers from O’ to 1’, Fig. 2; set one point O’, Fig. 6; 
strike a short arc as shown. Space dividers from 1 
to 1’, Fig. 5, set one point at O on line A B Fig 6; 
strike short are as shown, cutting are already made. 
At this intersection of ares we have 1’ established from 
the point B or O, Fig. 2; space dividers to 1; set point 
at O, Fig. 6. Strike short are as shown. Space di- 
viders from 1 to X, Fig. 4; set one point at 1’, Fig. 6, 
and strike short arc, cutting are last made, establish- 
ing point 1. Now, also, space divider from 1’ to 2’, 
Fig. 2; set point at 1’, Fig. 6 strike short arc; space 
from 1 to 2’, Fig. 5; set point at 1, Fig. 6; strike short 
arc, cutting are last made, establishing point 2’; space 
from 1 to 2, Fig. 2; set point at 1, Fig. 6; strike short 
arc, space from X to 2, Fig. 4, from point 2. Fig. 
6, strike short arc, cutting are last made, establishing 
point 2. Proceed in this manner until all the numbers 
are used which will produce the pattern. Of course 
allowance must be made for edges that take up in 
seaming.

BETTER WAGES FOR TINNERS.

The question of “how to obtain better wages” is 
one that is frequently raised by readers of THe AMeEr- 
ICAN ARTISAN. The answer, “short, sharp and crisp,” 
is, “be worth more.” Each of us has adopted the trade 
of tinner. We expect to earn our living by it. Now 
I have passed through successively the stages of helper, 
journeyman, foreman and “boss.” I have had the tools 
taken out of my hand and have been told I was not hired 
to learn, but to work. I soon found that to get any 
advantage over the other men I must learn to cut pat- 
terns. I began to make sketches of difficult work that 
I met, and I laid out the patterns at home. I secured a 
good pattern book and studied it thoroughly. I never 
had a man spend ten minutes to explain the drawing of 
a pattern. This alone gives the tinner that has it a 
value that tells in his favor every day. The boss goes 
to him with plans, sketches, ete., for he, by reason of 
the training he has had with the pencil, understands 
quicker, and is less liable to make mistakes. The trade 






paper I soon found very valuable, and I got a blank 
book into which I copied receipts, methods of doing 
work, and a great many little “wrinkles” that time out 
of number have enabled me to do a difficult job neatly 
and quickly. But to my mind the keynote of a journey- 
man’s success lies in his being able to put himself in the 
“hoss’ ” place once in a while. Suppose you had a man 
working for you, you would like him to be able to do, 
in a workmanlike way, whatever you gave him to do. 
You would like to feel that, when you intrusted work to 
him, you need not worry at all about it. He impressed 
you with the feeling that he was master of his business. 
His work was favorably commented upon by. your cus- 
tomers. Don’t you see now, tinner, that he became 
much more than a mere machine, to grind so much 
work out of every day. He soon made his boss feel that 
he could not get along very well without him. This 
may require a certain amount of aptitude, but a nearer 
approach to it is within the power of all of us. Culti- 
vate the thinking part, for it pays, and you will soon 
find that the wage question will answer itself.

INCREASED USE OF TERNE PLATE ROOFING. 


A careful inquiry into the state of the roofing plate 
trade develops the interesting fact that the production 
has increased to a very marked degree of late. As a 
result of careful investigation it may be stated that 
the production of all grades of terne plate in the first 
six months of this year exceeded the production in the 
same period last year by fully 96 per cent, so that in 
the space of one year the production has very nearly 
doubled. 

The indiscriminate use of any kind of terne plate 
for roofing a few years ago gave this form of roofing 
a rather bad reputation in some quarters. A good many 
of the producers were possibly not very well informed as 
to the proper processes to make a roofing plate which 
would stand the weather, and those makers who have 
steadily produced a good article had to suffer along 
with the whole trade. Added to this was the general 
lack of ‘information as to how a roof should be taken 
care of in order to get the best results. There has of 
late been more thought given to the subject of paint, 
and there is no question that makers of terne plates are 
putting up a better article than formerly. The public 
also is learning to discriminate, and not use the cheap- 
est grade obtainable, but is rather buying a better grade, 
which naturally gives better results and leads to in- 
creased consumption. 

The evidence that the tendency is toward the better 
grade of roofing, as against lightly coated plates, which 
should be used for temporary structures only, lies in 
the fact that while last year the quantity of terne 
plate produced which carried a coating heavier than say 
18 pounds per double box was about one-fourth the 
total terne plate production, the proportion in the first 
half of this year is found to be close to one-third, the 
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increase in the production of common ternes being 
probably a little under 85 per cent, while the increase 

#in the production of the heavily coated plates was close 
to 130 per cent. 

There is no question in the minds of those who 
have made a careful study of the subject that terne 
plate is the best form of roofing, all things considered, 
provided the plate is of good quality and the roof is 
properly taken care of. The trouble has been to make 
sure that good plates were being used on the building, 
and that the roof was properly taken care of after- 
wards. It is not an easy matter for an architect to 
persuade a builder to employ the best material, and 
architects have frequently refrained from specifying a 
particular brand, which they had reason to believe 
would be satisfactory, for fear of their motives being 
questioned. It is very gratifying to note that all signs 
point to a continued increase in the consumption of 
terne plate. While the production now does not con- 
stitute more than about one-eighth of the total produc- 
tion of tin and terne plate in the United States, a con- 
tinuance of the increase noted in the past year will soon 
put this branch of tin plate industry in a more im- 
portant place than it formerly held—Tin and Terne. 


In the course of reopening a disused pit at Blair 
Burn by the Wemyss Coal Co. some miners’ tools and a 
few wooden shovels, such as were in use 300 years ago, 
have been discovered. The shovels are all made of wood, 
some of them being as good as the day they were made. 
The picks and mells are iron. It is further stated that 
there are huge blocks of coal lying about, all cut out 
with pick and so large that it puzzles present day col- 
liers to know how the task of cutting them out was 
accomplished. The pit in question was sunk in 1654, 
and closed about 1657.—Ironmonger.
